ae Several Bridges Swept Away—High 
rf, Water in Virginia. 
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Danvitre, Va., July 31.—There has been 


2 ~~ an unprecedented summer rainfall in this sec- 


tion. Dan river is up to the high water mark, 
and isstill rising. The bridge at Cascade, on the 
Danville and New River road, has been 
washed away, and also bridges over Sandy 
creek. The Atlantic and Danyille track is 
submerged for several miles, and much dam- 
age has been done. Several washouts are re- 
ported on the Virginia Midland road between 
Danville and Lynchburg, and trains have been 
stopped. Trains for Washington are running 
by way of Richmond and thence by the At- 
lantic Coast Line. The crops of corn and to- 
bacco on the low/!afids are flooded and seriously 
damaged. 


THE FLOODS IN NEW JERSEY. 


The Water Subsiding and People Returning 
to Their Homes. 

Newark, N. J., July 31.—Reports from all 

over Essex county indicate that the damage 

by the storm, which is still raging, will be 


much greater than was thought last night. - 


Bloomfield suffered most by the breaking of 
Fritzs’s dam. Fifty families were driven from 
their houses, but no lives were lost or injury 
inflicted. The water is subsiding this morn- 
ing, and the people are returning to their 
houses. The dam across the river at Belle- 
ville broke last night and flooded Mills street 
and did considerable damage to property in the 
low section of the town. In Orange the water 
is subsiding. A confectioner from _ this 
city named Monchild was driving across the 
bridge at Maplewood last night when the struc- 
ture was carried away. He was carried down 


with the torrent, together with a horse and. 


wagon and was finally rescued by a crowd of 
men from South Orange. Trains on the-Mor- 
ris aud Essex road are moving slowly through 
Orange. The greatest apprehension is felt at 
Milburn. A watch has been placed on the 
dam of the Orange reservoir two and one-half 
miles from town and 260 feet above it. The 
people are prepared to move at a momert’s 
notice. 

a THE DAMAGE AT PASSAIC, 

The city of Passaicis the greatest sufferer 
from the floods. Several streets are flooded, 
and others have deep trenches worn in them. 
the lower part of the cityis partially sub- 
merged. Huge bolders have been washed 
down into the lower streets and front yards. 
Blocks of street curbing have been washed 
out and the sidewalks undermined. A culvert 
near the county bridge has been washed away. 
Passaic river is rising rapidly. The Patterson 
mills, along the river banks, have water in the 
cellars and wheel pits, Operations will be 
suspended. There have been Jmany fwashouts 
in the suburbs. The dam at Haledon is liable 
to burst atany moment. Passaic falls never 
looked grander. wee 

Reports from all sections of Long Island tell 
oi the seriousness of the storm of the past two 
days. From Montauk Point and Greenport to 
this place the rains have washed out the coun- 
try roads, especially on the north shore. Great 
damage has been caused tocrops. In the bays 
along the north and east coasts small craft 
have been torn from their anchorages and 
thrown upon the shore. People in the Orient 
gay they saw alarge yacht capsized about a 
vu anda half from the point, but nothing 
further can be learned of the alleged disaster. 

GREAT DAMAGE AT PLAINFIELD. 

PLAINFIKLD, N. J., July 31.—The first dam 
to break in the vicinity wasat Feltville, five 
miles north of here. The break occurred at 
four o’clock, and the rush of the water carried 
away and absolutely obliterated two small 
dams below it at Seeley’s paper mill, 
causing a loss of $20,000. The water rushed 
on down to Scotch plains, com- 

letely inundating the village. 
Hooded and all bridges were sweptaway. The 
Baptist church here is bad)y damaged and the 
cemetery surrounding it is badly washed out, 
in many places exposing the graves. A. D. 
Shepard’s place was completely flooded. The 
‘Derby fur mill here lost 310,000 in stock and 
machinery. A great body of water divided, 
@ part of it forcing its way for a mile across 
fields until it reached Cedar brook, a little 
stream running through the eastern portion of 
Plaintield. The brook became a river, and 
then a lake, and a portion of Plaintield’s 
choicest resident locality was under water up 
to the first stories of the houses. Every house- 
bold has its losses. 


A FIRE AT SEA. 


The Terrible Experiences of Passengers 
Buund for South America. 

BALTIMORE, July 31.—Columbus O’D. Lee 
of Hoffman, Lee & Co., was a passenger on 
board the steamer Alliance, from New York 
for Rio. Ina letter from the latter place he 
gives a graphic account of the fire on ship- 
board. They left Pernambucoon Sunday, July 
Gth, and onthe following night fire was dis- 
covered between the decks near the engine 
room, in 1,000 bales of cotton and 
400 barrels of rum, the first intimation 
being an explosion of rum. Captain Boors 
ordered the boats lowered, and one hundred 
and twenty lives were afloat. At daylight all 
were taken again aboard, although the fire 
was still raging. Bahia was reached on the 
9th, the crew being kept at work throwing 
overboard cotton and rum, the coal heavers 
being kept there at the point of a pistol. A 
hole was drilled through an iron partition and 
@ carpenter held a water pipe with the result 
thathe has become blind. The passengers 
behaved splendidly, not a man, woman or 
child betraying the least fear. Eight hundred 
and four dollars was contributed to go to the 
oflicers and crew,

COLLIDED WITH THE PUSHER, 


A Wreck in which Probably a Dozen Lives 
Were Lost. | 

CINCINNATI, O., August 1—2 a. m.—The fast 
passenger train that left Hamilton at 7 o’clock 
p.m., going west, collided with the freight 
train coming east at the bend in the road at 
Ogleton, two miles east of Oxford. The 
‘pusher’ is an engine used to go out with the 
freight trains, and assist engines by pushing 
at the rear of the train. The pushers go 
as far as Connersville, and then 
return to Hamilton, but sometimes 
returning with freight cars. It was a pusher 
running wild, returning from Connersville, 
that collided with this passenger train. The 
latter tvas running at a very high speed. Th 
place is remote from telegraph stations, and 
detinite news is hard to obtain. It .is known, 
however, that it wasa bad smash-up. Fireman 
Lee was killed outright. A Mr. Dady is 
dying. Baggagemaster Shieds was killed. 
Engineer Dougherty was badly-hurt, anda 
Mr. Brannan, fireman, was severely hurt. 

Seven of the injured were brought to Hamil. 
ton by the relief train. It is believed that the 
number of killed and injured will not be 
greater than twelye or fourteen. This report 
was obtained by telephone from Hamilton, 
and news there at this bour is not very definite. 
‘ AS BAD AS A VOLCANO, 

A Terrific Explosion Which Did Great 
Damage. 

SHamoxin, Pa., July 31.—At three o'clock 
this evening George Fabel and Thomas Sayes 
were dumping rock on the Luke Fidler culm 
bank near this place when Sayes glanced down 
the bank which is 150 feet high and almost lost 
his senses on behoiding a myraid of flames 
eaping high up in the air from the centre. 
Then a vast upheaval of blasting rock and dirt 
shot fifty feetheavenward. A beautiful trans— 
formation soon followed. A stream of fire 
flowed down the bank like the stream taking 
its course from tle base through the lot, and 
on toward the house of Patrick Boney, a hun- 
dred feet distant and in which were his wife, 
mother and five children. 

DENSE VOLUMES OF SMOKE 
at this period obscured everything from sight 
for miles around, and when it passed away the 
mass of fire surged and tossed around Boney’s 
home. As the flames were about to destroy 
the house, another monstrous slide of dirt oc- 
curred and followed the path of the fire until 
it reached the first mass. The flames con- 
sumed the dirt rapidiy, but the stream of rocks 
finally covered the fire; and, together with a 
heavy rain. extinguished the flames. Inmates 
of the house were almost smothered with 
smoke and gas. The bank was fired several 
years ago 
BY SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 

For four months past wet dirt has been 
dumped just over the spot where it now ap- 
pears the fire had been smouidering for scme- 
time and had eaten out a large cavity, which 
was filled with gas, and when this dirt became 
dry the gas escaped, causing the unprecedented 
explosion. The people are fearful that many 
other banks hereabouts will explode and great 
loss of life ensue.

EW yorK 


The Boston Eruiser Run Down by Int pe 
Byrnes—The Keguisition Papers — 
Signed by Governor Hill. 


“New York, July 31.—Joln L. Sullivan was 
arrested tonight in the Vanderbilt hotel by 
Inspector ‘Byrnes and Detective Sergeant 
Adams. “The arrest was made on a requisition 
from Governor Lowery, of Mississippi, chatg- 
ing Sullivan with prize fighting. State Agent 
Childs, of Mississippi, arrived in New York 
with the requisition and placed it in the hands 
of the inspector.

“Inspector, I heard that I was wanted, and 
was just going down to see you.”

STRANGLINGS AT LOUISVILLE. 


Two Murderers Executed-—The Sheriff's 
Bungling Job. 

Lovtsvitik, Ky., July 31..—Charles Dilger, 
the murderer of two policemen last August, 
and Harry Smart, murderer of Meisner Green 
and wife, were hanged at 6:05 this morning. 

At 5:30 o’clock Deputy Sheriff Henry Bell 
read the death warrant to each of the men, 
they standing handcuffed at their cell doors, 
The line of march to the scaffold was formed 
at 5:47 o'clock. Both ofthe condemned men 
walked firmly up the steps of the scaffold, Dil- 
gor loading the way unassisted, Fathor Nich- 
olas read the service of the Catholic church, 
the crowd maintaining breathless silence. 
Deputy Sheriff Ragland meanwhile took- his 
place near the trap rope. Both men were very 
pale during the reading of the service. if 

At the conclusion of the service, Smart and 
Dilger bade good by to all the turnkeys. 
They then took positions on_ the 
traps. Smart laughed as he stepped upon the 
fatal door. Deputy Sheriff Hikes pinioned 
them with leather bands at 6 o’clock. The 
rope was cut at 6:04 o'clock exactly, and both 
men shot down through the traps. Smart 
turned around, and probably died instantly. 
but Dilger slipped through the noose, the rope 
catching him over the chin at the lower teeth. 
He was seemingly unhurt, and was drawn up 
by the rope until his shoulders came through 
the trap, when the deputies took him by the 
arms and pulled him upon‘ the scaffold. A 
new rope was broughtinto service, and when 
the noose was adjusted, Dilgerasked: ‘‘What’s 
the matter?’ On béing told ‘“‘the rope had 
slipped its knot.’”’ he said: ‘‘This shows that 
I should not die.’”’ He placed himself upon 
the trap asecond time by making two hops. 
The trap was again sprung at 6:09 o'clock, and 
he strangled to death.

There is as little danger of violence in 
South Carolina as in any of her sister states,north or 
south, and she asks at their hands only what she 
always readily grants—a strict and honest compli- 
ance with the constitution and laws of the union,"’ 

A Tragedy in Mobile. 


Mosixx, July 31.—This morning early Henry 
C. Boyce, a carpenter, was shot and instantly killed 
by Walter W. Williams, a clerk in a retail store. 
Williams suspected Boyce of intimacy with his 
wife, and a divorce had been agreed upon the night 
wrevious, whereby Boyce was to marry Mrs. Wil- 

iams, provided Williams could retain possession of 
his daughter. It seems that this morning at 5 
o’clock Williams came to his home. His wite 
keeps boarders, and Boyce has been one of the 
boarders. When Boyce came down stairs, Williams 
called himinto hisbedreom. Two pistol shots were 
next heard, and Boyce was found with two bullets 
in his brain. Williams surrendered himself at 
the police station.

MRS. MAYBRICK ON TRIAL. 


She Pleads Not Guilty to the Indietment—

him, was arraigned for trial today. The court 
room was crowded with people anxious to hear 
all the details of the case.

Michael Maybrick, brother of the deceased, 
was called to the witness stand. He admitted 
that certain bottles that he took from his 
brother’ssick room did not contain arsenic. 
The contents of a bottle, which was said to 
contain meat extract, had not been given te 
his brother. There had been quarre!s between 
his brother and his wife. A Wwoman’s namo 
bad been mentioned during the quarrels, and 
Mrs. Maybrick had threatened to secure a sep- 
eration.

“tonics which he had received from a New York 


physician. The prescriptions called for no 
arsenic. 
Bonncing the Boulangists. 

Paris, July 31.—The Boulangists thrown 
the onus of their. defeat on Deputy Turquet, 
who insisted that General Boulanger should 
contest over 400 cantons. They hold that the 
general should have becomea candidate only in 
districts where his political strength was sufli- 
cient to warrant hope of success. The gov- 
ernment is more active than ever in the work 
of getting rid of Boulangist office holders. 
The mayors of Rennes, Antrain and Treignac, 
all Boulangists, have been ousted.

A BREATHING WELL. 


An Attempt to Explain a Curious Fhe- 


nomenon. 

WHEELERVILLE, Ala, July 31.—[Special.] 
The Texas and Pacific company sank a bored 
well some years ago near Eagle Fiat station, 
in order to obtain artesian water. ‘The well 
was abandoned when it had been bored & 0 
feet, but the tubingis still intactinit. For 
twelve hours each daya furious gust of air 
rashes into the tubing, and the next twelve 
hours an equally strong gust rushes out. 

This is truly a great natural phenomenon, 
but there is but one natural, common-sense 
and philosophical reason for this great wonder. 
The well must penetrate into some large sub- 
terranean cavern which contains a large body 
of water. This water having conneciion, by 
an underground passage, with the Gulf of 
Mexico or the Pacific ocean. If this be true, it 
is very plain that the suction and escaping of 
the air is caused by the ebbing and tlowing of 
the tide. As the tide ebbs down in thiscavern 
a vacuum is made undercround, which is filled 
by the air rushing in through this well, and, 
conversely, when the tide comes un, the air is 
forced out through the same opening. The 
air while in this cavern may become mixed 
with various gases, but not magnetized, as has 


been supposed.

An Assessor Appointed to Represent the 
State and County. 

MAcon, Ga., July 31.—[Special.}~—The Ma- 
con Gas Light and Water company and the 
Consumers’ Gas company, which are prac- 
tically the same organization, though owning 
different plants, desire to make a tax return 
of their property, including the elec 
tric light plant, at a combined valuation 
ot $175,000.

This bill makes pros 
visions that the corporation or company who offers 
the most for the read shall be the successful bidders 
provided they carry out the provisions ofthis act. 
This bill does not coufine ihe bidders to Georgia 
like the old lease act did. The ~— of the old 
lease act wasto confine the control of the road to 
Georgiaus. ‘That act said Georgians most lease the 
road. andthat they must control it, but this bill 
opens itup tothe whole world, The vest feature of 
the bill isthat itdoes not exclude any railroad 
corporations, as the old lease act aid, 
This vill ls a day light proeeeding, 
the shades of darkness and death do not han 
eround it. Your committee brings forward a bil 
here, socicarand so accurate,that the state can look 
the Iessees in the face and tell them platnly what 
they shalldo. Thereis no double dealing about 
this miasure, and we contend that this of itself 
shou!d cntitie it to the favorable consideration of 
this house. 

‘Let us examine into this matter; why 
shouid we shut out any corporations? 
Why should you say tocommon carriers of this 
country, private individuals or any one else, that 
they shall not have this ~2, Let any one who 
comes up to the provisions of this act have this road 
and let us meet them squarely and fairly. This bill 
shows no fayoritism, One ort the amendments of- 
fered yesterday virtually shuts out one railroad cor- 

ration fron bidding. Why this favoritism? And 
* is possible that away back yonder, I do not inti- 
mate it, there may be some other railroad cor 
poration manipulating to shut out another 
corporation, This biil says the Richmoud Terminal, 
West Point, Cincinnati Southern, Central and all— 
competitor and non-competitor, this bill opens it to 
the railroad corporations of the entire world. 

One member actually offers an amendment that 
this act shall not be construcd to violate a cer- 
tain aviicte of the Gonstitution which we are all 
sworn to support; that we shall not violate section

He favored the timple lease of the roadbed and 
urged the house to vote down every amendment. 
“Take itas whole this bill is well nigh perfect,” 
concluded Dr, Felten, “it is safe, it 1s clear, itis 
open—pass it todley—settle this question—settle it 
gloriously and make this property a lezacy for our 
children as our fathers did and you and your chil- 
dren*will rejoice for it for hundreds of years to 
come. 4 

MR. PATTERSON SPEAKS. 

Following Dr. Felton, Mr. Patierson gained the 
recognition of the chair. 

“I think it proper,’’ he said at the outset, “that I 
should im‘erpose a few suggestions between the 
amendment offered by myself and the reckless and 
sweeping hurricane of his vituperative eloquence. 
The gentleman has sought to clothe me, as well as 
others, with the ga@tment of his scorn, because I 
propose to provide for the disposition of the 
l:rge sums of money to be obtained from 
the renta! of this road. He has. eloquently 
exclaimed that it is the people’s money, 
and:-that it should be left in the treasury to provide 
against insurrection, against rebellion, and other 
uses of the state. I hold in my hand a bill 
{futroduced by the distinguished gonteman himself, 
which provides for the appropriation of half of 
this rental to the common school iund, and dis- 
tributes the other half between the university and 
branch colleges, and otber disseminstors of that 
higher education of which he is ambitious to be 
known asthe apostic. How much of this rental do 
the terms of the gentleman's bill leave in the treas- 
urs to provide againsirebellion,insurrection and the 
other imaginary necessities which he has coviured 
up? Nota single cent! Must this house convert 
into the treasury this vast sum of moncy, ranging 
from twelve to twenty-five millions of dollars upon 
the mere suggestion trom the gentleman that a bill 
to be drafted by himself will properly disposo of it? 
And, yet, hesitate to place upon this bill restrictions 
as to the disposition of this money, which express 
the sense of the people, and I believe, the wishes of 


a majority of this house, 


“The question of the disposition of the State road 
tou*lies the pocket nerve of Georgia, and therefore 
thrillsthe sture There are many reasons why a 
sale of this great properiy would be preferable to a 
lease. It is not wise that the state should enter 
into competition with its citizens; a sovereign should 
never stoop to be the rival of his sutject. Compe- 
tion between Omunipotence and weakness requires 
superhuman wisdom to avoid oppression.” 

He argued thatif thestate owus a railroad, the 
legisiature cannot be sufficiently careful of the 
state’sinterest, and atthe samejtimeofthose citizens 
with whom she goes intocompetition. Railroading 
has undergone vast changes since this road was 
built. Speaking of railroad combinations the 
speaker said: 

“This vast conc ntration of capital can be re- 
sisted butin one of two ways, either by an equal 
azyregation of capital against it, or by the restraint 
imposed upon it, by the strengihof the govern- 
ment. The owning of this important rallway by 
the state deprives its citizens of both these protec- 
tions. Sooner or l@ter the state rond must decrease 
in yalue in the hands of a state which can opérate 
no other railroads in connection withit. Upon 
the other hand by clinging tothis property the 
state largely divests herself of the sovereignty 
which might afford a protecting shield for her 
people in tuis crucial period in the history of their 
struggle with corporations. 

“A state cannot furnish a railroad and its appur- 
tenances to these engaged in railroading without 
being, in some measure, nariial to railroad interests, 
and the gentleman from Bartow by leasing this road 
to competitive corporations today furnit hes the iron 
and the stee] thereon with which these corpcra- 
tions may forget the fetters which for thirty, or 
mayhap for fifty years, will shackle the bands ofthe 
state when she would draw the shining swerd of 
sovereignty for the protection of her citizens, 

‘There ig one great argument in favor of the leaso 
oftieroad, and disguise it as we may, with the 


great majority ot the gentlemen upon the floor, it is 
the one convincing argument which has won their 
consent to it; that is, thatif the roadissoid, under 
the constitution of the state, its proceeds would go 
io pay the public debt, whereas if it 
is leased, the money arising from the lease can be 
devoted to popular education, and the people of 
Georgia may be induced to indirectly devote more 
to that ereat cause than they would willingly sur- 
render under a system of direct taxation. 

“T stand not here todayto advocate the sale of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. ‘This house has 
overwhelmingly testified by a resolution testing its 
sense that itis in favor of the lease, and I], for one, 
do not propose to wasteartillery in shelling the 
woods, or strength in beating the empty air. There~ 
fore, if the state must ownthe ratlroad that her 
children may not suffer for edication, then 
let us meet that issue squarely and 
say to the people of the state that 
we consent tothe lease of their property, in order 
that its preceeds may be the more readily devoted 
to the education of their children. Now how should 
that money be divided between higher and lower 
education. The amendment gives five sixths to 
elementary education. This will leave one sixth to 
be devoted, if the iegisleture should, in the future, 
see proper so to do, to what is termed higher edu- 
cation. If the lease of the road should yield the 
least amount fixed in the bill, it will be the sum of 
$420,000 per annum. One sixth of this amount is 
$70,000, and I respectfully submit that this would be 
enough to provide for the varions experiments sug - 
gested to this house upon the subject of higher edu- 
cation. 

The gentleman from Bartow—*‘Can I ask the gen- 
tlemau from Bibba question? Is this a bill to lease 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, ora bill to pro~ 
vide a scheme ofeducation, and is the gentleman 
disenssing the bill be-ore the house?”’ 

Mr. Patterson—“In reply tothe gentleman from 
Bartow, I would say that I shall not trespass upon 
the patience of the house by doing that which he 
has himself admitted that he is in the habit of 
doing. Dive into the making ofa speech, without 
any definite idea where [shall comeout. I propose 
to show that it is wise in raising this large revenue 
for the state to limit its disposition to the purposes 
of education. I do not seek to graft an appropria~ 
tion upon the bill, but to do the converse thereof, 
and to provide agaiust tbe appropriation of the 
money for other than educational purposes, 

“The elementary branches of the English language 
coustitute a necessity to a people, who, from the nas 
ture of a republican form of government, must, by 
their franchises, Girect and control that govern- 
ment. The diminishing of that elementary educa- 
tion to give classic and scientitic culture toa tew, 
tends to the establishmentofan oligarchy. If we 
were able to educate ali ourchildren in the com- 
mon schools, or it all of them were able to educate 
themselyes, then magnificent appropriations for 


imeginative oratory and the subject of speculation 
for optimistic statesmanship. 

“But if you have a dollar to spend among six boys, 
one of whom has bad a dinner, but clesires a dessert, 
and the other five have had no dinner at all, ts it 
» wise or just to spend fifiy cents to get one boy a 
sert, aud leave but fifty cents for the other five? 

“Mr. Speaker, it has been eloquently said in this 
hal — higher education is lite the sun, woich

“Why is it, that thus excelling others in intellect, 
in courage, and in evergy, they have so far out- 
stripped usin industrial progress, andin material 
wealth? Itis because, up toafew short years ago, 
the policy of our state has been to highly educate a 
few, at the expense of the many. 

‘The reason why slavery bas worked tothe injury 
of our section bas been that it thrust itself like an 
impassable and gloomy wall beiween the highest 
and the lowest classes, and deprived us of the mid- 
dle class, whiehin all modern times has furnished 
the basis upon which has been builded the general 
prosperity of a nation 

“Mr. Speaker: If I were asked to prophesy the his- 
tory of a nation, its educational institutions would 
be the Delphic oracle which I would consult. Show 
me the tendency of education in a state and I will 
foretell the dritt of power. In all candor and frank- 
ness ask the gentiemen who sit upon this floor, 
representing every county in this s‘ate, familiar 
with the habits of the classes of all its people, who 
is suffering for education in the state of Georg'a to- 
day. I need not tell gentlemen who are familiar 
with the legislative ee eee of the past that 
the help contribu‘ed by the state to our common 
schools, compared to the hundreds of thousands of 
children in our midst, are but a few 
drops of rain upon a thirsty soil. The 
children of the richer class of whites are 
in a large degree, independent of state education, 
because their parents are able to provide for them. 
The habits of the negrorace makes their poverty 
alniost as independent as the wealth of the whites.

“Those who are being educated in Georgia today 
are the richer class of whites, and practically all 
the colored people. If this fatal feature of civiliza- 
tion be not arrested, tell me where the control of 
this state must inevitably lie in haa century, or 
perbaps, in a single goneration? 

“Mr. Speaker: The cnildren 
white people of the state are the ones 
whose cries for education aro the most 
plaintiff and the most appealing. If you 
would insure the progress of your stute, if you would 
preserve the predominance of your race, educate 
them. Now, for thisclass of people what beneiits 
would be received from money appropriated for 
higher education. They can scarcely be spared 
from tilling the arid soil to go toschool, far less to 
spend two orthree years at college. Wecaunot 
make higher education leap like Minerva, full 
armed and panoplied, upon our soil. 

“Now, Mr. Speaker, 1am no enemy ofthe colored 
people of Georgia. Formany gencratious my an- 
cestors were slave holders, and I fee! allthat affec- 
tion for the colored race whichis proverbial among 
those that have owned them, I am willing. Mr. 
Speaker, that 1 may be taxed, to provide foran ele- 
mentary English education for them, because 
I believe that the safety ot the 
state demands the partial education of 
all its voters. But when you speak of. taxing 
me for the collegiate education ofthe colored peo- 
ple, when you seek to divert the lebor of my hands 
andofmy mind away from tie children who 
baye sprung from these loins, that they may be de- 
voted to teaching negro boys and girls Latin and 
Greck and astronomy, I say in the name of justice, 
in the name of the pure Gaucasian blood that flows 
within these veins, in the names of the wife whom 
I have sworn to support and the children whom 
the very God of nature has enjoined upon me to 
support, I protest against this stripping of the 
strong that his armor may render his weak adver~ 
sary of today the formidable rival of tomorrow. 
How many barefooted white boys are chop- 
pibg cotion and plowing corn in the 
rural districts of our state to whom the 
multiplication table is as yet a Chinese puzzle, and 
to whom even the wealth of information in a daily 
newspaper is, from his inability to read, as worth- 
less as the gold which environed the hungry king 
Midas, 

“Let us not deck with the attainments of classic 
lore the few who can enter where its treasures are 
boarded, and yet snatch from the eager hands of 
five hundred thousand children, the elements of 
education, the golden keys whieh can unlock tor 
them the whole vast arcan of thought. 

“{ am as great an advocate for education as there cx- 
ists upon the floor or in this state. [ am one of thos- 
to whom the reverses of war leftas his only inherite 
auce, a good education and the benediction of the 
noble sire who denied himself to give it. 

“But had as soon sign an 
ing decrec that the sweat of the 
poor shonid aiways be converted into the 
wealih of the rich, as to strike from the lips of our 
children the living waters of awakencd thought, 
that the fragrant wine of classic development can 
within the grateful shades of some venerable uni- 
versity, refresh a favored few. 

‘‘Belleving that the future greatness of the state 
depends upon the education of the poorer white 
children of this state,I have offered this amend- 
ment, which tends to insure that education 
for the next thirty years at least. Five-sixths of 
the rental of the road under it goes to elementary 
education, aud the legisiature is left to provide how 
it shall be apportioned to the white and colored 
races. We can thus largely create that middle class 
which is a necessity in the state. 

“That middie cliss, which in Germany, in Eng- 
land, in France, and sare our section, in the United 
States, furnishes the ground work for rational 

rogress, & class progressive, and yet conservative. 
jenlous of its liberty, but pajieut of authority, shorn 
at once of the vices of the lOw and the fo'lies of the 
high, standing like a broad and pefceful lake, with 
poverty foritsinlet, and wealth for its outlet, but 
whose broad bosom is at once the miglitiest mart of 
and the grandest mirror which reflects 
the eternal heaven of moral virtue. What prevents 
us, Mr. Chairman, from making history today? 
We are the first democratic legislature, whicn, 
since the war, have dealt with the dispos‘tion 
of this vast property. For the first time within 
these stately halls, the general assembly has con- 
vened. Let us, therefore, act with that high 
courage, which befits at once our responsibilities and 
our surroundings. Let usso act in this important 
matter, that when the record of our legislation shall 
have been made up, and when not only our people, 
but our ¢hildren's children, shall look back to this 
important day in Georgia’s history, they shall find 
here the brightest page in all our legisiation, for on 
it will be written, that the state enslaved by the 
emancipation of its slaves, has been freed by the 
wisiom and courage of her sons. 

SOME POINTS OF ORDER. 

Mr. Fricks, of Franklin, thought that this was 
not the p’ace or time to discuss any amendment 
looking toan appropriation. He did not think it 
constitutional to provide fer’ an appropriation in 
the lease bill, and be believed Mr. Patterson’s 
amendment out of order. 

Mr. West, of Habersham, supported his amend- 
ment tosection first. He wanted the lease to be for 
not less than fifty years, and for not less than 


$45,000 per month. ) 

Mr. Gordon, of Chatham, moved that the consid- 
eration of Mr. West’s amendment be passed by 
until the other portions of the bill were per- 
fected. He thought this could be more in- 
telligently disposed of aiter the balance of 
the bill had been perfected. 

Mr. Gordon’s motion prevailed, 

Mr. Gambel, of Jefferson, then raised the point 
that the amendment of Mr. Patterson, to appro- 
priate the rental ofthe road to educational pur- 
pore out of order, as it was-not germaine to the bill, 

e said the matter before the hoase was the lease 
of the road and not the disposition of the rental. 

Mr, Fleming, chairman of the committee ot the 
whole, ruled Mr, Gambel’s point well taken. 

MR. HUFF’S AMENDMENT. 

The next amendment to section one was by Mr. 
Huff, of Bibb, providing that the lease shall be for 
“only so much of the real estate at either end and 
along the line of road as may be necessary for the 
proper and successful operation of the road.”’

A SUBSTITUTE FOR JUTE. 


A Milton County Farmer Contributes Some 
Information. '

country, and thinks he has found a substitute 
for jute. He does not know the name of the 
weed, but it certainly is a valuable plant, 
although heretofore considered worthless.

Attacking the Railroad Commission. 

Ten years ago the opponents of the estab- 
lishment of: the railroad commission in 
Georgia maintained that competition was 
the sovereign remedy for all railway ills, 
and that the omly thing to do was to leave 
the roads untrammeled by railroad commis- 
sions towerk out through the competitive 
prineiplé their own development. ‘Today 
thésupporters of the Olive bill are driven 
@ occupy the same position. Mr. Olive 
oes even further. He not only vire™usly 
assailed the railway commiszion in his re- 
cent speech, but he has @ftacked the chair- 
man of the @edrgia commission and the 
competeticy of the people to elect incorrupti- 
bY officials. His views seem to be that the 
whole people are liable to be corrupted by 
corporate influence. Wecannot share this 
view, nor do we feel that the attack upon 
the Georgia commission and its chairman 
are justified by the history of the past ten 
years. 

Mr. Olive is quoted as saying that ‘‘Major 
Wallace has completely doubled on his re- 
cord,’’ that ‘‘The major has turned com- 
pletely around. He now favors combina- 
tions. He thought they violated the con- 
stitution in 1886.’’ 

There is nothing in Major Wallace’s re- 
cord that justifies this attack. Everybody 
in Georgia knows that Major Wallace has 
stood like a bulwark for the control and 
regulation of railroads, and that through his 
efforts and those of the other members of 
the commission freight rates have been 
equalized,discriminations have been checked 
and the rights of the people preserved, while 
the rights of the railroads have been re- 
spected. The Georgia railroad commission, 
of which Major Wallace has been &4n expon- 
ent from its beginning, is today pointed at 
by the advocates of railroad commissions as 
the ideal railroad commission of the country. 
Major Wallace has always claimed that the 
railroad commission under the present act 
had full power to regulate and control the 
entire question of railroad competition and 
discrimfation as far as it can be regulated 
by state legislation. He stands on that po- 
sition today, and standing on that position 
is entirely consistent -in saying that Mr. 
Olive’s bill is wholly unnecessary and that 
the railroad commission is entirely sufficient 
for the protection of the people. 

It is high time to call a halt when a class 
. legislation is proposed that is so extreme 
that its advocates are compelled to attack 
the existing institutions of the state, and to 
claim that public officials are incapable of 
propverly performing duties imposed upon 
them by law and the people incompetent to 
elect honest, efficient and incorruptible pub- 
lic servants.

The charge 
on which they were-arrested is assault to mur- 
der upon Samps Castles, the darkey who was 
beat up Sunday before last. E. W. James 
and Shadrick Walthour, Christ and Kimg Sol- 
omon respectively, both colored, have been 
moved into the same cell. James is a dan- 
gerous naniac. He was stark naked,

to a bolt in the wall. He hastern up several 
suits of clothes, and second-hand clothing 1s 
exhausted. He tore his blanlgets into shreds 
and ripped open and scattered his mattresses. 
He has not eaten a mouthful of food since he 
was locked up Friday. He says that the 
spirit feeas him, and is looking as though 
spirit food didn’t agree with him. He was 
leading in song as we entered the jail, as weird 
a chant as you ever Kstened to. His followers 
in the other cells were singing with him. The 
song stopped abruptly as the jail door was 
opened. 

“Good morning. James,”’ said the jailer. 

‘Go to hell!’’ was the quick reply. “I am 
Jesus Christ, and I don’t care it they come 
forty-eighty million; I will slay them all.” 

“Who is this nigger with you:?”’ 

“King Solomon. [iet him be King Solomon, 
by G—d. I am Moses, Abraham, Elisha, 
Jacob and all of them in one. I am God.”’ 

‘Can you write your name, God ?’’ 

“Ves, Buckra.”’ 

He took the paper and pencil handed him 
and made rapidly a number of meaningless 
and disconnected scratches. 

“By G—d,”’ as he threw down tke paper, 
“these people think they know how to write, 
but they don’t know a damned thing. Iam 
the only one that knows how to write.”’ 

‘‘Can you read what you write?” 

He took the paper as if reading, and mum- 
bled over it as wildly as he had writton.

LeCount and James were two of the most 
intelligent negroes inthe county, the latter 
being justice of the peace. LeCount talks 
sensibly op every point but one. Heis quiet 
in his cell, but as confirmed a maniacas James

‘Toney,’ asked the jailer, ‘“‘why were you 
eating grass that day wefound youat the 
Walthour place ?”’ 

“The spirit was in me that wanted grass. 
That was the animal spirit, like the cow,” 

“Why didn’t you eat corn ?”’ 

‘“When the spirit wanted grass I couldn’t eat 
anything else. The corn would stick in my 
throat.”’ 

When LeCount was rested the Nebuchad.- 
nezzar role was taken up bya negro named 
Chris Lee, and Lee has not yet been arrested. 
Lee’s power, like King Solomon’s, is embodied 
in tangible shape. He has two_ powers, or 
small sticks, about as large as lead pencils. It 
might have been supposed from the accounts 
given that little regard was had for decency 
and women. The accounts given by eye- 
witnesses, white people as well 
as negroes, would hardly be ~— cred- 
ited except amongst the ~— neighbors 
here. Men, women and children alike yielded 
enabsolute unquestioning obedience to the 
bestial whims of their leaders. Every natural 
tie was forgotten and the most horrible licen- 
tiousness prevailed. A noticeable factin this 
connection Is that the most prominent negroes 
connected with the outbreak are well-to-do 
and naturally leaders among their people. The 
Walthour negroes, the McIvers and the James 
family have all been noted for their

hrough the coal fields of Alabamato the Mississ- 
ippi, it was the Terminal company that subseribed 
for a majority of the stock of the company that un- 
dertook the coniract for the construction of 
the Georgia Pacilic railroad, - The  de- 
velopment resulting directly from that enter- 
prise will ever remain a monument to the 
foresight of General Gordon and to the progressive 
spirit of the Terminal company. But this road was 
begun nearly ten years ago, and the financial world 
was then skeptical in regard to the boundless re- 
sources of the south. The money the Terminal 
company gembarked in building thé Georgia Pa- 
cific and in creating this ‘through line’? Come near 
bankrupting it. Its stock declined from about $260 
per share to $11 per share, and it barely escaped the 
hands of a receiver. The work on the Georgia Pa- 
cific had to be abadoned for years and within the 
last thirty days the newspapers have chronicled its 
final completion. Aud yet you assert that there cx- 
isted ‘a through line between Washington and the 
Mississippi before the Richmond Terminal was 
thought of, and as there wi!] be long after that ob- 
noxious trust is dead and stinketh.”’ 

However, it isnot to correct your misstatements 
that I write, but to illustrate by your editorial the 
striking inconsistencies of your position. You are 
ou record as favoring ‘continuous through lines.” 
Your president is the counsel in this state of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern railroad, a majority 
of whose stock has been sold to the Seaboard and 
Roanoke company, of Virginia. This Virginia cor 
poration has not only obtained absolute control of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, but has in- 
dorsed its bonds in order to build it and control its 
trafiic absolutely in its own interest and in that 
of Norfolk. You and your president defend and 
uphold this transaction on the ground that it cre- 
ates a through line, and contend that the Olive 
bill will not effect it. And in order to remove 
all doubt as to whether this bill will effect it, 
Mr. Olive proposes to amend his bill. Yet you 
now attack the Terminal company because 
it controls a through line from Washington to tie 
Mississippi river, where it connects with Mr. 
Gould’s system, forming with this connection a di- 
rect, continuous through line to Ei Pase. An alli- 
ance with Mr. Gould which secks to openup the 
markets of the agricultural southwest to our mapu- 
factured proaucts must be broken up. An alliance 
with Mr. Gould must be destroyed, because through 
his system of roads, conneeting with the Southern 
Facific, the read of the Terminal company form a 
great trans- continental line running through Geor- 
gia and Atlanta, ‘‘transporting commerce from 
ocean toocean.’’ Thisis ascheme the legislature 
must destroy, while it enconrages the Seaboard and 
Roanoke to absorb. the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern and to wax streng that it may, 
with its associates, prey upon the carcass of 
the Terminal company. I take it to be a 
truism, which even you will admit, thatin dealing 
with the development of cur country we must ac- 
cept the facts and conditions which we find exist- 
ing, especially those existing in other states of the 
union, It isa fact that the present system of roads 
now controlled by Mr. Gould controls the vast vol- 
ume of the commerce and traflic of Texas and the 
great southwest. It is necessarily a fact, that if the 
growing manufactures of Georgia would reach tnat 
territory, or ifthe railroads of Georgia would reap 
the benefit ofthe freighis moved by that system, 
they must be allied, in a greater or less degree, with 
whoever controls that system of roads. It is a fact 
that no legislation which this state can adopt can 
eftect the relations which the roads in Texas and 
the southwest bear to each other and the 
traffic of that country. Since Mr. 
Gould controls the southwestern systems 
of roads, will you tell me, Mr, Editor, bow we are 
to open the markets of that section to our mer- 
chants and manufacturers without some alliance 
with his roads? Isit not toourinterest to encour- 

ean alliance that will putus on a great trans- 
continental throngh line and to induce the roads of 
the southwest toscnd their products east through 
our state? Now. mark this; pricrto the formation 
ofthe Terminal company there was ‘a through 
line’ from Washington and Norfolk to the Missis- 
sippi river at Memphis, if local connecting roads 
can be considered through lines; but not one foot of 
it passed through Georgia soll and not one dollar 
did it contribute to Georgia’s prosperity. It re- 
mained for lhe Terminal company to create that 
through line which alone opens to Georgia this 
southwestern empire.

THE CITY'S | PROPOSITION. 


~The Compromise Which the City Holds 


Out to West End. 

On the second argument of the extension 
amendment to the city charter, City Attorney 
Goodwin presented the following amendment 
which goes far towards satisfying the demands 
of the West End people 

He stated in the argument that if the com- 
mittee thought best the city would submit toa 
vote on the question by the whole of West 
End. 


The provisions for paying the pnblic debt 
and paying forso much of the academy as is 
not represented in the public debt, and the 
provision for spending in West End ail the 
tax collected from her property for ten years 
one of special interest. 

The amendment provides that the extene 
sion as faras it is embraced in the town of 
West End shall not take place until so directed 
by a majority of the legal votes castina 
special election held for that purpose. Persons 
who have continuously resided in the pro- 
posed extension in West End for three months 
immediately previous to the election and who 
are otherwise qualified to yote for members of 
the general] assembly shall be allowed to vote 
on this question. Registration is provided for, 
those having registered at the last gencral 
registration of the county not being required 
t»> do so again. 

Should the result of the election be “for ex 
tension,’’ the citv of Atlanta shall pay tothe 
town of West End the value of the interest of 
the latter in the academy and shall pay such 
ainotunt and proportion of the present indebted- 
ness of West End as the real and personal 
property in said extension, or subject te taxa- 
tion in the extension of West End, shall bear 
to the whole taxable property of the town of 
West End, less any indebtedness represented 
in tho town’s interestin the academy. This is 
to be decided iy four assessors, two for the city 
and two forthe town. In case of failure to 
agree they are to call in a fifth man. 

Should the whole of West End come in, it is 
to become the seventh ward. Should only part 
of it become attached to Atlanta, that part 
shall be apportioned among the different wards 
to which it lies contiguous.

This is a step toward carrying out 
one of the lcading recommendations of the road 
congress, tothe efiect that the misdemeanor con- 
vicis of the state be put to work onthe roads. In 
some counties, perhaps, the convicts are too few to 
work economically on tbe roads, and this bill gives 
the sanction of the state to the practice of gathering 
into one gang the convicts of several counties. 
This has been the practice in several of the larger 
counties about cities for some years.

The other bill by Senator Trammell declares it 
fllegal for county officers to cxempt any property 
from taxation, and forsuch exemption fixes a pen- 
alty of three times the tax. This bill is in line with 
Judge Bleckley’s opinion that all such exemptions 
are unconstitutional and void. The penalty is 
ratbersevere and the bill if passed will provea 
bomb to those manufacturing concerns which have 
been exempt from taxation. Though this does not 
mention municipal corporations, who give most of 
the exemptions to manufacturers, it will effect 
them eventualiy, for it will attract the attention 
of property holders in cities to the question, and 
incite them to demanda like measure. Itraisesa 
question which has beem let algne in the cities for 
reasons of public policy, the wisdom of which has 
not peen questioned though the legality bas been 
doubted.

A member of the appropriations commiitec, who 
isnota member of this sub-commiitee, said last 
night that there was some eensure of the commis- 
sion because of its estimate of betterments to the 
amount of $750,000. It is claimed that the commis- 
sion weit outside of ite fhetrnetions to make this 
estimate and that by inaking it had greatly embar- 
rassed the legislature. The commattee seems to be 
divided on this point, and it is said that the matter 
h s beea delnyed somewrat on account of this dif- 
ference of opinion among tbe members.

A $20,000 HOTEL BEING | BUILT FOR

The Fulton Cotton Spinning Company Providing 
Epiendid Accommodations for Its Operatives—A 
Description of the Building and How It Will Be 
Run—A Tatk With Mr. Jacob Elsas, President 

ofthe Company. 


A Grit-clews hotel for factory hands. 

That’s what the Fulton Cotton Spinning 

con pany is building for its operatives. 

The building is now well under way,’ and 
the contract calls for its completion by the first 
of October. It fronts on the south boulevard, 
and is only a few hundred yards from the main 

factory. 

It will cost, with its equipment, about 
$20,000. 

Mr. E. G. Lind is the architect, and his 


plan shows the building to be a perfect model, 


There will be sixty reoms in the hotel. “It is 
divided in two parts, one-half being 
and the other for females. Three stories is 
the height, and every apartment has at least 
two windows, insuring perfeci light and venti- 
lation. 

The first floor is much like any other hotel. 
It contains the general dining room, a ladies 
parlorand reading room, gentlumen’s parlor 
and reading room, water closets, bath rooms 
and everything that will conduce to the hap- 
piness and comfort of guests. 

Part of the second floor is taken up for the 
ieartchente of the family which will have 
charge of the building. The rest is arranged 
in large airy rooms, with four closets in each— 
one for the use of each of the four occupants. 
Each room will be furnished so as to accom- 
modate four persons, The third floor is taken 
up with these rooms, like those on the second. 

The building will be heated by steam, and 
an elevator will be another conven- 
ience. The furniture will: be 
of a neat but substantial character, and noth- 
ing but the most approved equipment will be 
used throughout. The grounds about the hotel 
will also be beautiful. Asa whole it will be 
made a most desirable home for the opera- 
tives, who are now, it is claimed, compelled to 

ut up with but poor accommodations at the 

oarding house in the’ neighborhood of the 
factory. 
_. The kitchen and dining room facilities will 
be sutiicient to accommodate two hundred. 

“Our idea in erecting this hotel,” said Mr. 
Jacob Elsas, president of the company, “‘is 
simply to make the lot of our operatives more 
pleasant, We wantto give them something 
better than they have ever had, and by this 
means make them contented. We are not do- 
ing it to make money, for only the bare cost of 
running the concern will be charged.”’ 

‘*How will it be run?” 

“Very much like a regular hote]. We have 
already engaged a German lady to manage the 
whole affair. She is experienced, and will of 
course runit as economically as possible.” 

‘“*What will it cost an operative per week ?”’ 

“That hasn’t been exactly settled yet, but 
we figure it at about $3 for males and $2.50 for 
females. If we can give strictly first-class 
accommodation for less we will doit. Any 
other accommodation, such as washing, etc., 
will also be furnished at a nominal rate. As 
itis now our people pay more than this for 
very iuferior accommodations.”’ . 

‘Who will occupy the hotel ?”’ 

‘‘Mostly unmarried people, though there will 
be no restriction, except that we will not at 
first entertain families with children. This is 
only an experiment, though, and if it proves 
successful, and the other hands show a 
desire for it we will branch out. 

‘“‘How? 

‘It has been our idea all along to do some- 
thing of this sort, but we preferred to make 
this experiment before carrying out the orig- 
inal idea. One of the greatest drawbacks fac- 
tory people have isthe care of children. An- 
other is the preparation of their meals, 
which require them to get upsoearly. Quar 
plan is to build another hotel for families. It 
will be run about like the one now building, 
except that the children will be taken care of 
by operatives who are too old, cr are unable to 
work. The sick will also be cared for by them. 
{t often happens that the nother is the most 
valuable operative in a family, and this 
scheme, which is in vogue ina number of other 
cities, especially those of Europe, will relieve 
thom of all household cares, Ac the same time 
they will live cheaper and better.”’ 

* Another feature of the hotel will be the 
dining room for those who do not board, but 
live too far from the factory to go home to 
dinner. A room will be provided for them 
where they can have their dinner heated and 
can eat it from a nice table. They can also 
buy any thing else they may want at a nominal 

ice.’ 
‘When will it be finished ?’’ 

‘By the first of October. Beginning at that 
time we intend running our factory night and 
day. Weeither have to do this or build 
another factory. Atone time we decided to 
do the latter but it was found that we could 
not get the hands to rua it; so we decided to 
run all night this fall and ‘winter, teaching a 
new set of hands. When the new plant is 
built next spring, just transfer them to it. 
You see we have to educate all the hands we 
employ, which means that we must make our 
place attractive, or we can’t get the necessary 
recruits. 

‘*7hat’s one reason for the hotel, then ?’’ 

‘Yes. We want to make our employ es con- 
tented and happy, and then it will be no 
trouble to get competent operatives. When 
we get in working order, it will be only a ques- 
tion of time when the other big concerns in 


Atianta will have to adopt the plan—their . 


workmen will not be satisfied Without it.’’
